Many Lincoln Men 


Denounce Women's Lib

many Lincolnites on personal, student, 
national and world subjects.)

' Twenty-two Lincolnites who com- 
pleted The Star's "What do you think?" 
questionnaire called the w o m a n ' s 
liberation movement "nonsense" or 
some similar adverse adjective. 
' Ten people were more kind to the 
woman's movement — but limited their 
support only to "equal pay for equal 
work." 


Eight were completely in approval 


and three had no opinion. 


The Star's 12-part questionnaire, was 


mailed to 104 Lincolnites and 43 were 
returned. Admittedly, 
most of these 


people were men. 


Selections All Men 


This was not a male conspiarcy, but 


resulted because all 104 people were 
selected from the first name of the 
middle column of every other page 
in the Lincoln Telephone Directory and 
most names in the book are those 
of men. 


"It's 
ridiculous," "Let them have 


their fan" and "The poor things belong 
in the home" were some of the com- 
ments written in reply to the question 
"What is your reaction to the woman's 
liberation movement?" 


"The only really happy woman is 


the one with a good family," one 
person wrote. "There are too many 
divorces arm broken marriages. Let 
the women do something a b o u t 
that." 


'Should Be Glad' 


Another stated, "Women should be 


glad to be treated as women." 


A. few agreed with the man who 


wrote, "Unimportant compared to most 
problems." 


A significant number supported some 


of the movement's goals — usually 
equal pay — but thought others had 
been carried to extremes. 


"The only part I agree with is the 


equal pay. The rest is irrelevent," one 
wrote. 


Another said, "It has called deserved 


attention 
to 
certain 
serious 
gaps 


between the way women are treated 
relative to men. The antics of some 
of its proponents are silly and probably 
counterproductive." 


Other Claims 'Unfeminie' 


"If a woman is equal to a man 


in that they do the very same job, 
equal pay is only fair. But the other 
advocations are too unfeminme," one 
stated. 


Many who supported part of the 


cause said they "didn't like the people 
who 'represent' the movement." 


There were some Lincolnites in the 


survey who completely backed the 
woman's civil rights crusade. 


"I support it," one simply wrote. 


Another stated, "Women who feel a 
need to be liberated, have every right 
to seek it." 


"I think it is a good thing," a person 


commented. "Women need to fight for 
their rights just as all minority groups 
do, I agree completely with the libera- 
tion movement."

• Neal Monter, 15, a freshman 
at Arapahoe High School, flung 
open the rear emergency door of 
the overturned bus to permit 
himself, the driver and 12 other 
passengers to d i s e m b a r k , 
witnesses said. 


Monter then grabbed a fire 


extinguisher and with the aid of 


other students flinging mud at 
the bus extinguished 
flames 


which had broken out on its 
underside. 


"I'm awfully proud of them," 


Schmid said later Friday. "They 
were awfully shook up, but they 
used good sense."

at that address. 


Minard was killed and seven 


other policemen injured when 
the suitcase exploded as Minard 
was examining it. Peak has ad- 
mitted planting the bomb and 
then telephoning police. 


The last attempt to transfer a 


first degree murder case to a 
juvenile court involved Caril 
Ann Fugate, companion of con- 
victed mass-murderer 
Charles 


Starkweather in 1958. Caril's 
attorney sought unsuccessfully 
to have her case transferred on

Peak, originally arraigned in 
District Cou rt, was the state’s 
chief witness against the pair. 
Defense cou nsel at the time 
charged Peak’s attorney , Tom 
Carey , had mad e a “d eal” with 
the Dou glas Cou nty attorney ’s 
office to get his client off with a 
lighter sentence in ex change for 
Peak’s 
testimony 
implicating 
Poind ex ter and Rice. 
The trio , members o f the 
militant Natio nal Co mmittee to 
Co mbat Fascism, was charg ed 
with planting a dy namite-laden 
suitcase in a v acant ho use o n 
the predo minantly Neg ro Near 
No rth Side, and then 
luring 
Omaha po licemen there with a 
telepho ne 
messag e 
that 
a 
wo man was screaming fo r help 
at that address. 
Minard was killed and sev en 
other policemen inju red when 
the su itcase ex plod ed as Minard 
was ex amining it. Peak has ad ­ 
mitted planting the bomb and 
then telephoning police. 
The last attempt to transfer a 
first d egree mu rd er case to a 
ju v enile cou rt inv olv ed 
Caril 
Ann Fu gate, companion of con­ 
v icted mass-mu rd erer Charles 
Starkweather in 1958. Caril’s 
attorney sou ght u nsu ccessfu lly 
to hav e her case transferred on 
the grou nd s that a ju v enile, 
becau se of his age, mu st be 
tried in ju v enile cou rt.

Your Six Cents Worth 
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IN PERSPECTIVE

When Tuesday's election is all over, the public's business 


Will settle down to one major' consideration—money. That's 
the way you spell the problems of school, county and city 
government. Forever, it seems, candidates have come along 
to run on the platform of greater efficiency, of a business-like 
approach to things. 


They have tried to sell the electorate on the idea that 


we could get more for our money, that public services and 
programs could be improved while the tax bite remained steady 
or even declined. The record will show that we have never 
had one single success in such an effort. 


It is popular and sounds good to say that money isn't 


everything. It has a kind of high moral tone to it, an appeal 
to the finest of human values. But man, unfortunately, does 
not live bv altruistic values alone. 


Despite the lip service to life, liberty and the pursuit 


of happiness, people want a lot of other things. They want 
streets that can handle with dispatch the demands of the 
automobile. They want recreation centers and 
parks, summer playground activities, decent 
good f>e protection, an attractive city and 
things. 


Of course, they want good schools. They are not by any 


stretch of the imagination ready and willing to settle for the 
things that money can't buy. If they were, we would revert 
to the Stone Age and if they ever had been, we would never 
have left that age. 


If governments at all levels added up the cost of perfection 


in public service, the total would be a staggering sum. 
It 


would make the wealth of the nation look like peanuts. Even 
local branches of government, if they totaled up their needs, 


would present a frightening economic picture. 


It is obvious that all the needs are not going to be met, 


any more than an individual meets what he considers to be 
all his personal needs. For one thing, you ultimately get to 
the point of inability to distinguish between needs and wants. 


swimming pools, 
law-enforcement, 
a host of other 


The further ue go. the more pronounced becomes the 


disagreement between needs and wants. Finally, we would reach 
a point where a large majority stood for certain things as 
needs and a small minority urged anything beyond that point. 


Even that point is a long way off but it demonstrates 


that total satisfaction of society will never be achieved, at 
least not within the ability of man today to fashion such 
an end. But how far can we go? That is the question facing 
public officials. 


Every public official today, elected or appointed, legislative 


or executive, knows that the tax dollar is getting h a r d e r and 
harder to come by. Any really meaningful increase in tax 
levies is simply out of the question from a practical point 
of view. 


When you consider the situation in generalities, it tends 


(o take on impossible proportions. To the extent that we might 
some day see all our needs satisfied, the situation is impossible 
fbut this is not to say that a lot of progress cannot be made. 


Even some sa\ings might be made, through such things 


as more consolidaticn of k city and county government. This 
is one thing that, by now, surely deserves far more scrutiny 
by public officials than it has had in the past. KWe need 
?n honest and sincere approach to such consolidation, not the 
petty politics that has been associated with the matter to date. 


There may be other areas of inter-governmental cooperation 


that can be pursued with the hope of some significant gains. 
This certainly points to good management as one of the essentials 
of the future if we are to make any progress. 


A look at public policies and relations with private industry 


is another important issue. This is especially true in the area 
of 
street improvements, 
utilities and development of the 


downtown area. 


And finally, growing emphasis will have to be placed on 


planning, on an orderly determination of needs, the establishment 
of priorities and a full assessment of financial resources. Thus, 
the future years will demand of public officials a sophistication 
and ability of a rather uncommon magnitude.

President Inconsistent 


President Nixon made it clear Thursday 


night that his motives for intervening in the 
Galley case were based on political rather 
than judicial considerations. Laws pertaining 
to the release of convicted persons waiting 
appeal vary from state to state, the President 
told a news conference, implying that there 
is ample precedent for his action of releasing 
Galley from the stockade. 


"I 
felt 
Galley 
should 
not 
go 
to 


Leaven worth" during the appeal process, he 
explained, notwithstanding the fact that the 
lieutenant is a convicted mas;; irrurdc rer. 


There seems to be no justification for 


his action in the President s reasoning that 
there is a difference between being free on 
bail and being confined to quarters, as is 
Galley, but that is a small point compared 
to the overriding 
reason 
given 
for 
the 


presidential decision to intervene and an- 
nounce that he will make the final deterination 
on Galley's conviction. 


"There was g r e a t concern 
expressed 


throughout the country," Nixon said, so he 
decided to review the case. And the "country 
has cooled down" because of his action. So 
appeasing a thoughtless backlash was reason 
enough for granting Galley special treatment. 
Judges don't use such criteria in making 
decisions, but the President, who is the final 
judge in the matter, does because political 
considerations move him to do so. 


We find lawyer Nixon in a very different 


frame of mind when he told the news con- 
ference that anti-war demonstrators who at- 
tempt or succeed in disrupting governmental 
operations in Washington next week will be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the 1 aw. 
This is fair and proper warning and should 
be heeded. What is revealing about the Presi- 
dent, however, is that he will live up to 
his responsibility or be remiss in it depending 
on h!s feel of the mood of the country. 


A Most Unfortunate Case 


• You would have to think a long time 


to come up with a more unfortunate case 
than the one in which a Lincoln man died 
of a heart attack while involved in a dispute 
with a law-enforcement officer. 


The report of the officer and the report 


by witnesses to the incident do not agree. 
Involved was the issuance of an illegal parkin? 
citation on a car parked between the sidewalk 
and the curb. 


This was followed by a confrontation 


between the officer and the car-owner on 
private property after the vehicle had been 
moved. The question is whether the officer 
was abused by foul language or whether the 
owner of the car was harassed by the of- 
ficer. 


Admittedly, it will be difficult to come 


to a firm conclusion on that question. Wit- 
nesses to the affair were the daughter of 
the dead man and an employe of the dead 
man 
Impartial testimony from them may 


not be the easiest thing to come by. 


Still, the matter is one that should be 


looked into by appropriate officials. No officer 
of the law should be subject to abuse by 
people when he is performing his duty. Getting 
a traffic ticket isn't a pleasant experience 
but it does not excuse abuse of an officer. 


On the other hand, an officer should be 


more than that — he should be a diplomat. 
It is not the duty of an officer to pounce 
upon every human failing end every tem- 
porary fit of anger. It is not his duty to 
pursue the letter of the law to the point 
of harassment. 


Some determination of the officcVs con- 


duct is in order through official channels. 
We need to be constantly alert to the im- 
portance of good law-enforcement as opposed 
to enforcement through police-state 
tactics 


We are not suggesting that this case involves 
such tactics but only noting that the possibility 
needs to be examined

Supreme Court Decisions On Housing. Busing

Stir Up Many Questions On Racial Problems 


W A S H I N G T 0 N — The 


Supreme Court has left a lot of 
people puzzled as to the net ef- 
.'ect of its two recent major 
decisions, one on school busing 
and 
the other on housing. 


Taken together, what do they 
portend for the profound pro- 
blem of racial 
division in 


America? 


The busing decision, reached 


by a unanimous court, held that 
extensive busing, if necessary, 
was 
a 
proper remedy 
for 


formerly dual school systems 
in the South: but the court 
specifically held 
back 
from 


applying that remedy to so- 
called de facto school segrega- 
tion elsewhere. 


The housing decision upheld 


the constitutionality of state 
referendum laws that require 
the majority approval of a 
community 
before low-rent 


housing projects can be con- 
structed in it.

The National Urban Coalition 


responded to the latter decision 
by saying that it would have 
the effect of cancelling out the 
former. Since referenda on low- 
income 
housing 
frequently 


prevent its construction, the 
coalition saw the court's action 
as speeding the division of the 
nation into '.'black and poor 


central cities and white and 
affluent 
suburbs" 
and thus 


frustrating 
such 
l i m i t e d 


remedies as school busing. 


In this view, as such racial 


division is hardened and ex- 
tended, either there will be no 
legal basis for 
cross-busing 


between suburb and inner city, 
or 
the 
suburban 
political 


pressures against such busing 
will overwhelm the inner-city 
pressures for it. So even as 
school segregation is being 
eliminated in the South, both 
r e s i d e n t i a l and school 
segregation would be fostered 
elsewhere.

On the other hand, it might 


be argued that the court's bus- 
ing doctrine, laid down for 
the South, is ready at hand 
whenever it might decide to 
extend it to de facto segrega- 
tion. Thus, the court might try 
to move a g a i n s t 
school 


segregation without reaching 
the more difficult question of 
residential segregation. 


Both cases i m p l i c i t l y 


raised — b u t gave different 
answers 
to—the 
interesting 


question at what point there 
may be a constitutional barrier 
to a law that cannot be shown 
to have racial discrimination as 
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its intention, even though its 
net effect may 
be 
racially 


discriminatory. 


Chief Justice Burger, 
ex- 


empting the busing decision 
from any effect on de facto 
segregation, wrote 
that the 


court did not "reach in this 
case the question whether a 
showing that school segregation 
is a consequence of other types 
of state action, without any 
discriminator- action by tne 
school authorities, is a con- 
stitutional violation requirng 
remedial action by a school 
desegregation decree." 


Suppose, for instance, a zon- 


ing law that could not be shown 
to be intended for 
racially 


discriminatory 
p u r p o s e s , 


nevertheless resulted in a poor 
and black neighborhood with an 
effectively segregated school? 
The Chief Justice seemed to be 
saying that the court had not 
yet decided that, in such a 
case, it would have to order the 
school desegregated. 


Ironically enough, the court 


approved the extensive busing 
program in Charlotte, N.C., on 
the basis that school officials 
had not effectively done away 
with the old dual system; but, 
in fact, District Judge R. L. 
McMillan 
had r u l e d 
that 


virtually 
all Charlotte's re- 


maining school segregation was 
the direct result of official ac- 
tions z o n i n g a n d t h e 


like—leading 
to 
residential 


segregation 
and its 
conse- 


quences, all-black or nearly all- 
black schools. 


In the housing decision, Mr. 


Justice Black contended that 
the 14th Amendment prevents 
legal distinctions based on race 
bui that the C a l i f o r n i a 
referendum in question made no 
such distinction, referring only 
to low-rent housing projects. 
This was true enough, but the 
law has in fact prevented con- 
struction of about half the lo\v- 
rent 
housins 
proposed 
for 


California 
in 
the 
last 
20 


years. 


Given 
the 
proportion of 


blacks among those eligible for 
low-rent housing, it might seem 
to a layman that the court 
could readily have found the 
California 
law r a c i a l l y 


discriminatory in fact. That it 
did not do so raises at least two 
questions. 


One is whether the court will 


follow the same line of reason- 
ing when, and if, it rules on the 
question whether state action 
that cannot be shown to be 
discriminatory in intent can be 
allowed 
to 
create 
racially 


segregated schools. 


The other is whether, as Mr. 


Justice 
Marshall asked 
in 


dissent, discrimination against 
the poor is less '"invidious" 
than discrimination against the 
black—particularly when they 
are so 
often 
one and the 


same.

IN PERSPECTIVE

When Tu esday ’s electio n is all o v er, the p u blic’s bu siness 
w?ill settle do wn to o ne majo r co nsideratio n—mo ney . That’s 
the way y o u sp ell the p ro blems o f scho o l, co u nty and city 
go v ernment. Fo rev er, it seems, candidates hav e co me alo ng 
to ru n o n the p latfo rm o f greater efficiency , o f a bu siness-like 
ap p ro ach to things. 
They hav e tried to sell the-electo rate o n the idea that 
we co u ld get mo re fo r o u r mo ney , that p u blic serv ices and 
p ro grams co u ld be imp ro v ed while the tax bite remained steady 
o r ev en declined. The reco rd will sho w that we hav e nev er 
had o ne single su ccess in su ch an effo rt. 
It is p o p u lar and so u nds go o d to say that mo ney isn’t 
ev ery thing . It has a kind o f high mo ral to ne to it, an ap p eal 
to the finest o f hu man v alu es. Bu t man, u nfo rtu nately , do es 
no t liv e bv altru istic v alu es alo ne. 


Desp ite the lip serv ice to life, liberty and the p u rsu it 
o f hap p iness, p eo p le want a lo t o f o ther things. They want 
streets that can handle with disp atch the demands o f the 
au to mo bile. They want recreatio n centers and swimming p o o ls, 
p arks, su mmer p lay gro u nd activ ities, decent law-enfo rcement, 
go o d fire p ro tectio n, an attractiv e city and a ho st o f o ther 
things. 
Of co u rse, they want go o d scho o ls. They are no t by any 
stretch o f the imaginatio n ready and willing to settle fo r the 
things that mo ney can’t bu y . If they were, we wo u ld rev ert 
to the Sto ne Age and if they ev er had been, we wo u ld nev er 
hav e left that age. 
If go v ernments at all lev els added u p the co st o f p erfectio n 
in p u blic serv ice, the to tal wo u ld be a staggering su m. It 
wo u ld make the wealth o f the natio n lo o k like p eanu ts. Ev en 
lo cal branches o f go v ernment, if they to taled u p their needs, 
wo u ld p resent a frightening eco no mic p ictu re. 
It is o bv io u s that all the needs are no t go ing to be met, 
any mo re than an indiv idu al meets what he co nsiders to be 
all his p erso nal needs. Fo r o ne thing, y o u u ltimately get to 
the p o int o f inability to distingu ish between needs and wants. 
★ 


The fu rther we go . the mo re p ro no u nced beco mes the 
disagreement between needs and wants. Finally , we wo u ld reach 
a p o int where a large majo rity sto o d fo r certain things as 
needs and a small mino rity u rged any thing bey o nd that p o int. 
Ev en that p o int is a lo ng way o ff bu t it demo nstrates 
that to tal satisfactio n o f so ciety will nev er be achiev ed, at 
least no t within the ability o f man to day to fashio n su ch 
an end. Bu t ho w far can we go ? That is the q u estio n facing 
p u blic o fficials. 
Ev ery p u blic o fficial to day , elected o r ap p o inted, legislativ e 
‘o r ex ecu tiv e, kno ws that the tax do llar is getting 
h a r d e r and 
harder to co me by . Any really meaningfu l increase in tax 
lev ies is simp ly o u t o f the q u estio n fro m a p ractical p o int 
o f v iew. 
When y o u co nsider the situ atio n in generalities, it tends 
to take o n imp o ssible p ro p o rtio ns. To the ex tent that we might 
so me day see all o u r needs satisfied, the situ atio n is imp o ssible 
Ibu t this is no t to say that a lo t o f p ro gress canno t be made. 
★ 
Ev en so me sav ings might be made, thro u gh su ch things 
as mo re co nso lidatio n o f, city and co u nty go v ernment. This 
is o ne thing that, by no w, su rely deserv es far mo re scru tiny 
by p u blic o fficials than it has had in the p ast. We need 
an ho nest and sincere ap p ro ach to su ch co nso lidatio n, no t the 
p etty p o litics that has been asso ciated with the matter to date. 
There may be o ther areas o f inter-go v ernmental co o p eratio n 
that can be p u rsu ed with the ho p e o f so me significant gains. 
This certainly p o ints to go o d management as o ne o f the essentials 
o f the fu tu re if we are to make any p ro gress. 
A lo o k at p u blic p o licies and relatio ns with p riv ate indu stry 
is ano ther imp o rtant issu e. This is esp ecially tru e in the area 
o f street imp ro v ements, u tilities and dev elo p ment o f the 
do wnto wn area. 
And finally , gro wing emp hasis will hav e to be p laced o n 
p lanning, o n an o rderly determinatio n o f needs, the establishment 
o f p rio rities and a fu ll assessment o f financial reso u rces. Thu s, 
the fu tu re \ears will demand o f p u blic o fficials a so p histicatio n 
and ability o f a rather u nco mmo n magnitu de.

President Nix o n made it clear Thu rsday 
night that his mo tiv es fo r interv ening in the 
Calley case were based o n p o litical rather 
than ju dicial co nsideratio ns. Laws p ertaining 
to the release o f co nv icted p erso ns waiting 
ap p eal v ary fro m state to state, the President 
to ld a news co nference, imp ly ing that there 
is amp le p recedent fo r his actio n o f releasing 
Calley fro m the sto ckade.

felt 
Calley 
sho u ld 
no t 
go 
to 
Leav enwo rth” du ring the ap p eal p ro cess, he 
ex p lained, no twithstanding the fact that the 
lieu tenant is a co nv icted mass mu rderer. 
There seems to be no ju stificatio n fo r 
his actio n in the President’s reaso ning that 
there is a difference between being free o n 
bail and being co nfined to q u arters, as is 
Calley , bu t that is a small p o int co mp ared

apply ing that remedy to so - 
called de facto scho o l seg reg a­ 
tio n elsewhere. 
The ho u sing decisio n u p held 
the co nstitu tio nality o f state 
referendu m laws that req u ire

The Natio nal Urban Co alitio n 
resp o nded to the latter decisio n 
by say ing that it wo u ld hav e 
the effect o f cancelling o u t the 
fo rmer.

When you start to play the 


game, the first thing you learn 
is how to finesse. But, strange- 
ly enough, as you progress you 
rely less and less on this 
maneuver; and by the time 
you've hit your peak you tend 
to view the finesse largely as 
an i n s t r u m e n t 
of last 


resort. 


The fact is that, even though 


the finesse is a marvelous 
trick-building play, you should 
generally reserve it until after 
you've thoroughly considered 
every other possibility. 


TOMORROW 


Nevertheless, there are times 


when you simply must finesse. 
For example, it is sometimes 
possible to arrange matters so 
that a finesse will bring home a 
shaky contract whether it wins 
or loses, and on such occasions 
it must be conceded that the 
finesse is a very fine play in- 
deed. 


Take this deal where West 


leads a heart, which South 
ruffs. Even at this early stage 
declarer is sure of the contract 
no matter how the adverse 
cards are divided — though on 
the surface this is not self-evi- 
dent. 


South crosses to dummy with 


a trump, ruffs the remaining 
heart, then cashes the K-A of 
spades. When he leads another 
spade and West follows low, 
South finesses the ten with a 
100% guarantee that this play 
will make the contract. 


In the actual case the finesse 


succeeds, but even if the ten 
lost to the jack, the contract 
would still be safe. In such case 
East would find himself forced 
to yield a ruff and discard, or 
return a club. 


Furthermore, if East were 


the one with four spades to the 
jack, South would still be in 
fine shape. He would win the 
third spade with the queen, 
play the ten, and discard a club 
on it. East would there-upon 
find 
himself 
in the

Estes Park 24 hours ago look- 


ed as if the feature writers 
would carry 
the day. The 


emergent character of the 1971 
White House 
Conference on 


Youth was so contradictory and 
so 
abstract, 
it 
completely 


frustrated efforts at hard news 
reporting. Nothing conclusive, 
nothing that could comfortably 
top out an inverted pyramid, 
was emerging from three days 
of workshops covering the task 
force areas under consideration 
by the 1,420 youth and adult 
delegates to the conference 
, But by 
early evening of 


Wednesday, April 21, every oae 
of the 23 phone lines from the 
YMCA camp at 
which the 


gathering was taking place, had 
three reporters waiting to call in 
priority copy. 


The conference, much vaunted 


as 
an 
exhaustively com- 


prehensive 
cross 
section 
of 


young American opinion, had 
given the press its story. It ap- 
proved a radical slate of tough 
resolutions to send back to the 
President's desk 450 to 155 (even 
with adult delegates voting) It 
ratified an immediate unilateral 
Indochina withdrawal proposal 
and by similar margins adopted 
recommendatons for lowering 
the age cf majority to 18, setting 
a guaranteed minimum income 
with none of the Nixon F.A P 
qualications, legalizing current- 
ly illicit sexual behavior, re- 
pealing the Internal Security 


Act, 
legalizing marijuana and 


firing J Edgar Hoover 


Atop these recommendations 


was placed a fiery preamble, 
asserting the right of revolution 
in the face of unresponsive 
governance 


Political Weight 


With the early analyses and

the initial denunciations already 
u n d e r w a y , a considerable 
political weight appears to ac- 
crue to the conference's out- 
come. Some explanations ap- 
pear clearly behind all these 
surprises in the attitudes of 
American people between the 
ages of 14 and 24. 


The conference 
composition 


seems to have been broadly 
assembled. 
Delegates 
were 


elected to the task forces by 
state 
committees' 
selection, 


o r g a nizational 
nomination, 


volunteensm, and, in at least 
three cases, political connec- 
tions 
There was never any 


question 
of 
a 
left 
wing 


preponderance. 


The delegates brought to Estes 


every kind of opinion. They 
looked every kind of way, and 
spoke with every kind of accent. 
If there was any commonality of 
opinion, it might safely ha^e 
been termed "liberal concern." 
Indeed, a radical microphone 
coup attempt at the opening 
session was aborted largely by 
hooting from the audience. 


Between Sunday and Wednes- 


day, 
however, the conference 


somehow radicalized itself. It 
may have done so through in- 
evitable 
concomitants 
to its 


oun political process. 


External Implication 


Clear from the outset was the 


conference's external implica- 
tion The whole show was to be 
played 
to 
an 
audience 
far 


greater than tne administration. 


On the first night, Conference 
Director Steve Hess admonished 
attending journalists to "not 
confuse 
controversy 
w i t h 


divisiveness." 


.The conference was to be a I 


barometer of President Nixon's 
standing with the young. With 
all the prior publicity surround- 
ing the meeting, the delegates, 
at least to me, seemed to bear 
heavy 
burdens 
of 
political 


responsibility. 
As 
e v e n t s 


transpired, I heard many men- 
tions of the final report's impact 
on national politics. 


In some groups. Poverty and 


Race Relations in particular, 
with a sizable body of organiza- 
tionally-minded, 
self-directed 


pohticos possessing a shrewd 
eye for potential federal fund- 
ing, 
consensus 
was reached 


early. But the drug task force 
was still chaotic at 3 am. 
Wednesday. 
T h e r e , 
with 


delegate 
majorities 
still 
in 


doubt, an overall dissatisfaction 
gradually gave shape to the high 
energy level of the conference 
politic 


The attempted manipulation 


of the task force proceedings 
was bald and bold No open 
plenanes were scheduled for the 
consideration of systemic issues. 
Task force discussions were, at 
first, dominated by the minority 
of adult delegates 
These ex- 


perts, knowing the cabalistic 
secrets and pet jargon and 
possessing 
thick 
paperbound 


government 
printing o f f i c e 


paperbacks, 
often d e b a t e d 


pedantically among themselves, 
excluding the youth delegates 
who sat in frustrated silence 


Procedural matters were set- 


tled by an advisory commission 
that, 
while 
it 
had 
youth 


r e p r e s e n t a t i o n , was not 
answerable to youth delegates at 
open meetings. 


The young people were treated 


shabbily, staying 
six to an 


unheated room, eating appalling 
slop, often having only limited 
access to operative plumbing. 
Under these conditions, they 
experienced a certain isolation 
from the adults and the staff 
They pulled each other from the 
snowdrifts, cheered each other 
away from home and school, 
and in an intensely difficult en- 
vironment, m o v e d toward a 
sort of underground consensus. 


When the task force reports 


were finally drafted, the experts 
were silent and the young people 
themselves did the writing. 


The delegate majority clearly 


rejected p r e d e t e r m i n e d 
strategies and took issue posi- 
tions 
A r g u m e n t s 
were 


evaluated 
on 
their 
merits 


(acknowledging a liberal bias) 
and radical conclusions were 
reached The results were headv 
for the newly radicalized, and 
they reacted 
to 
their 
own 


ultimate defiance with a kind 
of 
angry, 
abandoned 
en- 


thusiasm 


What al! this portends still is 


not certain. I saw no real 
evidence of a youth community 
of interest. The diversity of the 
individuals involved was stub- 
bornly obvious. What I did 
witness 
was a 
c e r t a i n 


generalized skeptical hardness. 
The directors who thought that

Estes Park 24 hours ago look­ 
ed as if the feature writers

carry 
the 
day.

emergent character of the 1971 
White 
House

abstract,

frustrated efforts at hard news 
reporting. Nothing conclusive,

It ap­ 
proved a radical slate of tough 
resolutions to send back to the 
President’s desk 450 to 155 (even 
with adult delegates voting). It 
ratified an immediate unilateral 
Indochina withdrawal proposal 
and by similar margins adopted 
recommendatons for lowering, 
the age cf majority to 18 , setting 
a guaranteed minimum income 
with none of the Nixon F.A.P.

Guest hours would be limited 


to 1 p.m. to 11 p.m. weekdays, 
but would begin at 11 a.m. on 
Saturday and Sunday and end 
an hour past midnight Friday 
and Saturday. 


The student committee said its 


research showed that several 
colleges in the region, including 
Doane at Crete and Creighton 
University in Omaha, have stu- 
dent guest programs. 


A recent survey nationwide, it

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Baseball Scribes Interview Each Other At Derby

Louisville, Ky. OW — When you go to the Derby, you've 


got to talk to the horses. 


It's a ritual. It's tradition. Anywhere else you can get 


by, showing up in time for the bugle call for the featured 
race. Not in this land of "My Old Kentucky Home." 


Newsmen get up at dawn and rush fd the backstretch 


of old Churchill Downs. They wade through mud and manure. 
They watch workouts they don't understand. They interview 
trainers over the rail posts and inhale the aroma of hay 
and liniment. 


Baseball writers in hard boots, they usually wind up 


interviewing each other. Except for a small, hard core of 
very knowledgeable turf writers, most -of them don't know 
a fetlock from a metacarpus—and couldn't care less. 


Yet on days just prior to the big race at Churchill 


Downs, they form small, inquisitive clusters and weave through 
the rows of green-thatched barns searching for tidbits of 
useless information like tykes hunting for Easter eggs 


"Who's that fat man over there?" . 
"That John Campo." 
"Oh, let's talk to him." 
Campo, a bulbous, a free-talking man who resembles 


Ernest Borgnine of the movies and who trains Jim French, 
is immediately surrounded. 


A prestigious race like the Derby must give a trainer 


goose pimples, someone tosses out a piece of bait. 


"Naw, just another horse race," Campo replies. "Winning 


is the thing—winning and money." 


"Suppose you had a choice of winning the Derby or 


20 smaller races with a greater total purse," another man 
asks, "which would you prefer?" 


"I'll take the 20 smaller races," says Campo, a public 


trainer who works for 11 different owners. 


A 1971 Cadillac—one of two Campo owns—drives up and 


out of the back seat steps a pudgy little boy. 


"My son, John, Jr.," explains Campo. "Doesn't he look 


just like me?" 


"Who's going to win the Derby?" Papa Campo asks his off- 


spring, aged four and already 80 pounds. 


"My daddy," the youngster answers resolutely. 
"What's the name of the horse?" 
"Jim French." 
Papa plants an appreciative kiss on the lad's cheek. 
Somebody notices Reggie Cornell, also a big man, trainer 


for Mrs. Gene Markey's Calumet Farm, leaning against the 
barn. 


"How about Campo and Cornell as a Weight Watchers' 


double?" a man quips. 


"I weight 240, what do you weigh, Reggie?" Campo asks. 


"A hundred and some," Cornell replies glumly. 
Cornell's two horses, Eastern Fleet and Bold and Able, 


have extraordinarily luxurious quarters in line with Calumet's 
affluence. 


A special screened-in foyer has been built in front of 


the stalls. A mosquito couidn't penetrate it. Brushes and 
other equipment are kept in surgically immaculate cabinets. 
Everything, even the hay bags, are painted red. 


What does Cornell think of the race? 
"Eastern Fleet will win it and Bold and Able will be 


right on his tail," Cornell predicts blatantly. He says Bold 
and Able is faster but Eastern Fleet is bigger and has 
more staying power. 


The sun climbs in the sky. Horses in blankets — 


unrecognizable horses — are walked monotonously by their 
grooms around the barns — "Watch out, don't get on the 
right side — you're liable to get kicked. Uniformed guards 
stand watch at every entrance. 


Some horses are working out on the track. Handlers 


check stop watches. Some newsmen haul out stop watches, 
too. Exercise boys and girls swarm over the premises. The 
kitchen, a white cottage, where two eggs, bacon and coffee 
costs only a buck, is doing a thriving business." 


The smell of future fertilizer 
grows stronger. 
The 


backstretch parade of newsmen continues — in clusters of 
10 and 12. 


The thoroughbreds are treated like fragile china. No 


outsider is allowed to get too close. They're like human 
beings, the trainers say. They have to be coddled and pam- 
pered. 


"Jim French is a moody horse — he gets bored if 


he stays in one place too long," says John Campo. 


"They're both good horses — a different personality but 


alike in that they love to run," says Reggie Cornell, of 
the Calumet twins. 


Knight Counter, Louisville-owned and Louisville-trained, has 


a "fetish for cleanliness," says Vic "Whitey" Boleski, the 
trainer who lives just down the road. "He hides his mess 
in the stall—like a house cat." 


Over in Barn 44, Alcee Richard, a slight little man in 


business suit and spectacles, says it's true that the owner 
of List, Mrs. Joe Brown, has imposed an embargo on in- 
terviews. 


"She probably has her reasons," Richard says. "Personally, 


I like newsmen." List, a big, strong horse, is gaining in 
favor. 


A halt-mile away, the Derby's longest long shot, Fourulla, 


eats his hay in almost complete privacy. He's quartered 
with platers and allowance runners. Few venture to his barn. 


"That's okay," says Canadian-born A. H. Sullivan, the 


colt's owner, breeder, trainer and groom. "They'll know him 
Saturday after he wins the Derby."

Any where else y o n 
by , sho wing up in time fo r the bug le call fo r the 
race. No t in this land o f “ My Old Kentucky Hqme.” 
Newsmen get u p at dawn and ru sh td the backstretch 
o f o ld Chu rchill Do wns. They wade thro u gh mu d and manu re. 
They watch wo rko u ts they do n’t u nderstand. They interv iew 
trainers o v er the rail po sts and inhale the aro ma o f hay 
and liniment. 
Baseball writers in hard bo o ts, they u su ally wind u p 
interv iewing each o ther. Ex cept fo r a small, hard co re o f 
v ery kno wledgeable tu rf writers, mo st o f them do n’t kno w 
a fetlo ck fro m a metacarpu s—-and co u ldn’t care less. 
Yet o n day s just prio r to the big race at Churchill 
Do wns, they fo rm small, inquisitiv e clusters and weav e thro ug h 
the ro ws o f g reen-thatched barns searching fo r tidbits o f 
useless info rmatio n like ty kes hunting fo r Easter eg g s. 
“Who ’s that fat man o v er there?” * 
“That Jo hn Campo .” 
“Oh, let’s talk to him.” 
Campo , a bulbo us, a free-talking man who resembles 
Ernest Bo rg nine o f the mo v ies and who trains Jim French, 
is immediately surro unded. 


A prestigio u s race like the Derby mu st giv e a trainer 
go o se pimples, so meo ne to sses o u t a piece o f bait. 
“Naw, ju st ano ther ho rse race,” Campo replies. “Winning 
is the thing—winning and mo ney .” 
“ Suppo se y o n had a cho ice o f winding the Derby o r 
2 0 smaller races with a g reater to tal purse,” ano ther man 
asks, “ which wo uld y o n prefer? ” 
‘T il take the 20 smaller races,” say s Campo , a pu blic 
trainer who wo rks fo r 11 different o wners. 
A 1971 Cadillac—o ne o f two Campo o wns—driv es u p and 
o u t o f the back seat steps a pu dgy little bo y . 
“ My so n, Jo hn, Jr.,” ex plains Campo . “ Do esn’t he lo o k
